Minimum requirements are a 
clinical thermometer, aromatic 
spirits of ammonia, cotton, 
sterile bandages, adhesive 
bandages, antiseptic, burn oint­ 
ment, rubbing alcohol, medi­ 
cine dropper, tweezers, adhes­ 
ive tape.

As an adjunct to your first 
aid supplies, have the phone- 
numbers of your doctor and 
local rescue squad or ambu­ 
lance service by each phone 
and a copy pasted inside the 
medicine chest door.

"Let Clean Up - Paint Up - 
Fix Up promote your health by 
checking up and cleaning up 
so that you will be prepared 
ihould an emergency arise. In 
that event your medicine chest 
will be a help and not a hin­ 
drance," she said.
